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1. DUIs 

Study recent changes to DUI-related statutes and study their effectiveness based on available data. The 

committee will also receive a presentation from the Department of Public Safety on the state's Ignition 

Interlock program. 

 

2. Privacy  

Examine ways in which privacy concerns, law enforcement tools, and the criminal justice system intersect. 

The committee may consider topics such as the use of reverse keyword and geofence warrants, forensic 

DNA database retention policies, body camera content storage policies, and regulations governing the use 

of unmanned aircrafts. 

 

3. Private Investigator Oversight 

Review issues regarding liability, training, and oversight for private investigators. 

 

4. Firearm-related Crimes 

Receive and discuss recommendations from the Commission on Criminal and Juvenile Justice and the 

Utah Sentencing Commission regarding ways to reduce gun violence in the state. 

 

5. Mental Health and Criminal Justice 

Study current policies and practices for the treatment, rehabilitation, and management of mentally ill 

offenders in corrections facilities.  

  

6. Campus and Delegated Police Authority 

Examine current practices for oversight of campus police and other delegated police authority. 

 

7. Criminal Justice Data  

Review recent statutory changes to requirements for collecting and reporting criminal justice data. 

 

8. Sentencing 

Review the ways in which the sentencing guidelines published by the Utah Sentencing Commission and the 

criminal code interact. 

 

9. Criminal Code Recodification  

Facilitate the continued effort to recodify the criminal code. 

 

10. Offender Management 

Study ways to improve county-level probation resources and explore possible changes to other offender-

management resources such as the Sex and Kidnap Offender Registry.
